The lobbies of Par- 
Hament are seething with all sorts of 
reports, and the resignation of Ernest 
Monis, the Minister of Marine, and even 
of the whole Cabinet, is rumored. 

The most reliable opinion seems to 
indicate that while the elimination of 
M. Monis is possible, the resignation of 
the Ministry is far from likely, the Dep- 
uties being unanimous in holding that 
the budget must pass before the elec- 
tions. 

Among Parliamentarians the whole af- 
fair is considered as a great and unex- 
pected boon to the anti-Republican 
Party, who will not fatl to exploit it to 
the utmost with the object of discredit- 
ing the Government at the elections.

HOLDING COMPANIES 
WILSON WOULD BAN 


Text of Bill Defines Acquisitions 
Corporations Cannot Make if 
Competition Is Lessened. 


SUBSIDIARIES ARE EXEMPT 


When a Corporation Forms Them 
for Its Lawful Business — Legiti- 
mate Investments Also Excepted.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—The Ad- 
ministration bill putting a ban on hold- 
ing companies was made public to-day 
by Judge Henry D. Clayton of Alabama, 
Chairman of the House Committee on 
the Judiciary. This is the sixth of the 
measures in the series of tentative anti- 
trust measures of the Democratic pro- 
gramme. The other five bills are the 
Trade Commission bill, the Stock and 
Bond Issue bill, the Trade Relations 
bill, the Sherman Law Definitions bill, 
and the Interlocking Directorates bill. 

While originally it was the purpose of 
the framers of these measures to em- 
brace in the Administration programme 
a bill relating to holding companies, its 
text was withheld,

James 8. Harlan Succeeds Edward 
E. Clark as Chairman. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to-day 
elected Commissioner James S. Harlan 
as Chairman, in succession to Commis- 
sioner Edward BE. Clark. 

Commissioner Harlan assumed the 
duties of Chairman to-day.

CALLS TOLLS REPEAL 
A FRE FOR ENGLAND 


Representative Kahn Attacks 
Wilson Proposal in House De- 
bate Over Harbors Bill. 


FOREIGN POLICY A “BLIGHT” 


House Will Consider Repeal After 
the Pending Measure — Senate 
Faces Tolls Resolution To-day.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Opening 
guns were fired to-day in the House of 
Representatives in the battle for the 
proposal to repeal the clause of the 
Panama Canal act which provides for 
free tolls to American ships, The re- 
peal bill will not come up for considera- 
tion until the last of this week, but 
members took advantage of general de- 
bate on the Rivers and Harbors bill to 
discuss the tolls question. 

The fight in the Senate over the same 
proposal comes up to-morrow, when 
Senator Jones of Washington calls up 
his resolution, asking the President for 
a list of the nations that have protested 
against tolls discrimination and for 
copies of correspondence on the subject. 
As there is nothing in the resolution 


that compels the President to answer, 
the general expectation is that it may 
be permitted to pass. But Senator 
Jones expects to make a speech in 
favor of it, and this may start a debate 
that may end in the Democrats voting 
against the resolution as a mark of 
party loyalty. 
Later in the week Senator Owen will 
request Senator O’Gorman, who is op- 
osed to the repeal, to call a meeting of 
he Committee on Interoceanic Canals, 
of which he is Chairman. Mr. O’Gor- 
man is expected to do this much, but 
after that, his friends say, his opposi- 
tion to the measure will become active. 
The Rivers and Harbors bill was taken 
up in the House this afternoon under an 
agreement for nine and a quarter hours 
of debate. As soon as this bill is based 
the House will adopt a special rule, 
making it in order to consider without 
delay the bill to repeal the toll exemp- 
tion clause, This will allow only fifteen 
hours’ debate of the tolls question, and 
will shut out all amendments. 
Representatives Kahn of California 
and Moore of Pennsylvania, Republi- 
cans, made vigorous speeches to-day in 
the House in opposition to the repeal of 
the exemption clause. 


Says We Have Right to Regulate. 


“I value the honor of my country,” 
said Mr. Moore, “‘ and believe it should 
keep its plighted word, but I am not yet 
satisfied that my country is in_the 
wrong or has not kept its word. I do 
not plead for the exemption of American 
ships because they ought not to pay 
tolls; perhaps they ought to aid in 
bearing the burden of operating the 
canal. That, however, is not the ques- 
tion. Shall the regulation of the Amer- 
ican ships using the canal—ships that 
do not come into competition with Great 
Britain or a other nation—be régu- 
lated by thi United States as it 
pleases? ’’ 

Mr. Kahn used strong language in his 
criticism of the Administration for seek- 
ing the repeal of the tolls exemption 
clause. He said, in part: 

“The President and his official ad- 
visers in the Department of State are 
responsible for the foreign policy of the 
Administration. If there has been any 
ineptitude in the Administration of that 
policy, they alone are responsible. What 

ave been the fruits of that policy? 
Misunderstanding, distrust, vacillation, 
humiliation. This greatest of republics 
has grown to be, in one brief year of 
Democratic Administration, the pariah 
of the nations. Under the blight of its 
foreign policy we stand to-day isolated, 
deserted, alone. 

“We have expended $375,000,000 and 
sacrificed many lives in the accomplish- 
ment of the greatest of the world’s en- 
gineering feats; but, according to the 
President, we should be generous and 
abjectly yield our rights in support of 
the foreign policy Of the Government; 
we should be content to become a simple 
caretaker, a mere guardian. 

‘““No people on earth that have a due 
regard for the opinions of mankind 
would be willing to sell their birthright 
for such an unpalatable mess of pot- 
tage. England herself would not do it. 


“A Fee for England’s Friendship.” 


“The gift we are asked to make to 
mankind is evidently not intended to be 
a voluntary offering. It is to be given 
under duress, under coercion. It is not 
even a gift; it is rather to be in the 
nature of a fee, a price to buy the 


| friendship of England in order that the 


Administration may have her support 
in its foreign policy. And we are plainly 
told that unless we give it in ungrudging 
measure, the Chief, Executive will not 
know how to deal with other matters of 
even greater delicacy.

McReynolds Is Sanguine of This, 
Expecting Rallroad Finally to 
Accept His Proposals.

It became known 
that the Administration and Mr. Mc-

morning, at which the whole subject 
was thoroughly discussed. 

When the Cabinet meeting adjourned 
after a general survey of the whole 
field Mr. McReynolds remained for a 
more detalled discussion with President 
Wilson. He told the President that he 
had complete confidence in the honesty 
of Howard Elliott, Chairman of the New 
Haven’s Board of Directors, and in his 
sincere efforts to effect a peaceful set- 
tlement satisfactory to the Government. 
He added that negotiations were pro- 
ceeding as well as they could under the 
circumstances, and expressed the be- 
lief that the road in the end would ac- 
cept the proposals of the Government. 

his, of course, may not mean that 
Mr. Elliott is expected to yield entirely 
on the important question as to the 
duration of the proposed Trusteeship of 
the Boston & Maine, though in some 
quarters that 1s inferred. With nearly 
all other points settled, Mr. McRey- 
nolds has insisted that the Trusteeship 
expire and the whole matter be settled 
before the end of the present Adminis- 
tration.

Cases, Asserts Officer of 
Protective Society. 


‘CALLS THE SITUATION ACUTE 


Discussing Problem of Maintenance, 
Secretary Cornell Suggests a 
Tax on All ‘Vehicles.

Cornell, Secretary of the 
Highways Protective Society, 
that the State is remiss be- 
cause it has not provided for the main- 
tenance of its roads. Much money has 
been appropriated for the construction 
of highways, but for necessary rep&irs 
this year nearly $2,200.000 is needed, and 
from year to year the amount required 
for repairs will increase as new roads 
are built, and those now in use go to 
pieces. 

About two months ago the society's 
Frederic R. Coudert, asked 
Secretary Cornell to investigate the 
present condition of the state highways. 
| lt would have required months to make 
a thorough study of the roads through- 
out the State, but Mr. Cornell exam- 
ined the roacs of Westchester, Rock- 
land, Nassau, and Suffolk Counties, 
where conditions naturally are better 
than in more remote parts of the State. 
What he observed makes Col. Cornell 
quite pessimistic over the outlook, 

In these four counties the amount re- 
quired for maintenance and repair of 
existing roads for the next year is $333,- 
86S. The sum needed in the whole State 
is 36,117,932, The motor vehicle taxes 
collected during the past year amounted 
to $1,147,000, and there is on hand ayail- 
able for repair work a little less than 
| $2,800,000. To keep the State’s roads in 
proper repair fully $2,200,000 more is 
needed, says Secretary Cornell. 

In England, Secretary Cornell says, a 
forty horse-power automobile ays a tax 
of $150 a year, but automobiles in Eu- 
rope are owned almost exclusively by 
the wealthy, and a high tax in this 
country would be unjust to automobile 
owners of, moderate means. Moreover, 
Mr. Cornell asserts, much of the wearing 
of the State highways is caused by 
motor trucks. He suggested that the 
repairs problem eventually may be 
solvea by a tax on all vehicles, regard- 
less of the method of propulsion. 

The public, Mr. Cornell asserts, 
fairly well informed as to how 
State highways were built in the past. 
Recently Commissioner Carlisle superin- 
tended the build'ng cf a road from Bay 
to Patchogue, on Long Island, 
The cost was $92,000 less than the esti-

| TELEPHONE SERVICE OF TO-DAY 


In no line of human endeavor has the inventive 
brain of the scientist contributed more to the world’s 
progress than by the creation of the art of telephony, 
of which the Bell System is the embodiment.

Government Finds There Is No 
Violation of Law in Two 
Chief Accusations. 


— 


BUT A THREAT IS ILLEGAL 


Federal Attorney Here to Consider 
an “Apparent Instance’—Law 
Defined as to Unions. 


No action under the Sherman law is 
likely to be the result of the investiga- 
tion of the Allied @rinting Trades Coun- 
cil and its activitiés. The Department 
of Justice, in a letter sent by Assistant 
United States Attorney General G. Car- 
roll Todd to District Attorney Marshall 
has ruled that two of the practices most 
complained of do not violate the law. 

The Department of Juftice has decided 
that under the anti-trust law it cannot 
prevent members of the printing trades 
organization from concertedly refusing 
to work on a book or magazine, part of 
which has been printed of illustrated in 
a noneunion shop. It has also decided 
that if the Allied Council endeavors to 
deter publishing houses from giving 
printing or engraving to non-union shops 
by sending circulars threatening to get 
all members of the American Federation 
of Labor to appeal to State 
Hducation not. to purchase books 
entirely uniom made, actic 
litical, and is net in contravention of the 
Sherman law 

Only in cases where the Allied Print- 
ing Trades Council nas tried to deter 
booksellers from carrying in stock the 
publications of printers who employ 
non-union men by threatening not to 
purchase books from them does the 
Department of Justice think that the 
Sherman law may have been violated, 
Even in this case it has left the action 
to be taken to the discretion of District 
Attorney Marshall, and he believes, 
after a consultation with Abram I, 
Elkus, counsel for the unions, that in 
the one case of this sort before him the 
unions will be willing to obey the sug- 
gestions of the Department of Justice, 
The case in question is the attack on 
Humphreys’ Homeopathic Medical Com- 
pany of 156 William Steeet, which has 
its printing done by Enders & Knopf of 
16f Willlam Street. 

The Raling of the Department. 

Here is the letter sent to Mr. Marshall 
from Washington: 

Department of Justice,

I have considered the facts in the 
matter of the complaint against the Allied 
Printing Trades Council as stated in your 
letters and by Assistant District Attorney 
Harper on the occasion of his recent visit 

As the facts are understood by me, the 
case as thus far developed has two main 
features 

First.—Members of the Allied Printing 
Trades Council coneertedly refuse to do 
work upon a book or magazine which in 
any part has been or is being printed or 
illustrated in a shop or shops employing 
non-union workmen For example, if a 
book has been printed in a non-union print- 
ing shop and photoengraving is essential to 
its completion photoengravers who are 
members of the Allied Printing Trades 
Council would refuse absolutely to do the 
work, If brought to a shop in which they 
are employed they would strike rather 
than do it. 

This would not seem to be in violation 
of the Federal Anti-Trust act. 

Second.—The Allied Council sends cir- 
culars to publishing houses and other cus- 
tomers of the non-union shops, character- 
izing the latter as “‘ unfair,’’ and attempts 
to deter such publishing houses from hay- 
ing printing or engraving done in the non- 
union shops by threatening to appeal, and 
to have members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, with which they~ure allied, 
appeal to State Boards of Education 
throughout the country not to buy books 
from publishing houses employing non- 
union printing shops Furthermore, such 
appeals to the Boards of Education are 
in fact made,

Your letter of the 24th 
ultimo and its inclosure discloses what is 
apparently an instance of a secondary 
boycott of this nature by the Electrotypers 
Union. 

There is nothing to show whether this 
is an isolated instance or whether it is a 
general practice on the part of trades 
unions embraced by the Allied Printing 
Trades Council. In either event it should 
be stopped. The department would be giad 
to have your view as to whether a bill in 
equity should be filed to that end, or 
whether notice to the parties would be suf- 
ficient..

Decision Pleases Printers. 


The printers were inclined yesterday 
to regard this as a great victory. Jo- 
seph M. Proskauer of Elkus, Gleason & 
Proskauer, counsel for the Allied Print- 
ing Trades Council, said last night that 
he was pleased with the attitude of the 
Government, and his firm would advise 
the unions to stop any actions affectin 
the Humphreys’ Homeopathic Medica 
Company which would be construed as 
a violation of the Sherman law. At the 
offices of the Allied Printing Trades 
Council it was said last night that no 
word had as yet been received officially 
regarding the decision of the Governs 
ment, but if it was as it was reporte 
there would be no necessity for calling 
a specia! meeting of the council. The 
next reguer meeting will be held on 
March 27. 

The attitude taken by the Washington 
authorities was regarded as especially 
significant last night because the in- 
vestigation was undertaken at the in- 
stance of Doubleday, Page & Co., of 
which firm Ambassador Walter Hines 
Page is a member. He had _ noth- 
tng to do with the matter himself, but 
his connection with the firm, it was 
supposed, would make it certain that 
Wilson would be advised 
about it, as the decision might be taken 
to show his policy toward Jabor unions. 

It .was learned last night from Frank 
N. Doubleday that he and a representa- 
tive of & Co., photoengravers, 
called upon Attorney General cReyn- 
olds and asked if the Administration 
would prosecute trages unions as freely 
as it would corporations or railroads, 
Tt was felt, it was said, that the Gov- 
ernment had been remarkably fenient 
toward trades unions in the past, and it 
wae time it should be decided whether 
a boycott was a violation of ‘the Sher- 
man aw. 

Attorney General McReynolds request« 
ed Mr. Doubleday and the Gill firm to 
file specific charges. They did this and 
the first two paragraphs of the reply 
which Mr, Todd has sent to Mr. Mar- 
shall deals with two of the main con- 
tentions of the publishers. They com- 
plained that after Doubleday, Paze & 
Co. had shut down their own photo- 
engraving plant becatise of the trouble 
they had had with the unions and had 
given out their work, they found that 
the men in the union engraving shops 
refused to do the work. It was also 
asserted that when Lynn Abbott of the 
Associated Sunday Magazines wished to 
give some engraving to Gill & Co, he 
found his printers would not go on with 
the job. Such action the Attorney Gen- 
eral has now decided is not in violation 
of the Sherman act. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. print 
school books, not for themselves, 
for other publishers. The unions have 
approached Boards of Education and 
have threatened to use their political 
influence against them if they pur- 
chased these textbooks, This action the 
Attorney General has decided is polit- 
ical and not against the Sherman act. 

Frank N. Doubleday said last night 
that his main desire had been to ascer- 
tain what acts on the part of the unions 
were in violation of the Sherman act. 
He wanted to know exactly how far the 
law would reach and he was well sat- 
isfled with the letter of Mr. Todd, as it 
showed the attitude of the Government.

The attitude taken by Secretary Me- 
Adoo, who himsceif first came into prom- 
inence as a subway builder, has aroused | 
the commission so much that it invited | 
yesterday an immediate conference with | 
President McAneny and the other mem- 
bers of the Transit Committe of the 
Board of Estimate and with the repre- 
sentatives of the Interborough, as the 
company affected. It seems to the com- 
mission that the course suggested by 
Mr. McAdoo will involve considerable 
delay, and will put the city to entirely 
unnecessary expense in paying a coun- 
sel and an engineer to do work which 
the Government should itself undertake. 

The attitude of the Federal authorities 
is defined in a letter sent to the com- 
mission on March 7 by Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Byron R. 
Newton. In this he suggested that it 
might be necessary to have the deed for 
the easement which the city asks under 
the Post Office property ‘‘ reviewed by 
special counsel in New York City famil- 
jar with such matters.’’ He also asked 
whether the commission would be willing 
**to procure without expense to the Gov- 
ernment the legal opinion of such at- 
torney or attorneys as may be desig- 
nated by the Treasury Department,” 

Mr. Newton then found fault with the 
forty-foot easement, as too wide for a 
double-tracked railway, and asked for 
more detailed maps and drawings, fix- 
ing the exact position of the proposed 
subway. Again he repeated his sugges- 
tion that the city should hire experts 
for the Federal Government. He said 
that it might be found necessary to

Battling Levinsky, the busiest of all

A strong _ 
finish by Levinsky, after Fritts had 
made a most auspicious start, turned the 
tide in the closing rounds. A crowd 
which packed the big clubhouse to capac- 
ity saw the contest, and hundreds more 
were turned away after the sale of tiek- 
ets had been stopped. 

The club introduced the boxers to the 
| crowd, although the State Athletie Com- 
mission has passed a rule against it. 
Frank Moran, who recently returned 
from Europe and is regarded with con- 
siderable interest because of his engage- 
ment to box Jack Johnson, was among 
the spectators, and he was introduced 
from outside the ring while standing on 
a chair. The crowd gave Moran an ova- 
tion that lasted a full minute. This plan 


of introduction evaded the letter of the 
commission’s rule, 

Fritts, who has been creating a 
furore by his steady winning at Brook- 
lyn clubs, started off like a winner, and 
at the end of the fifth round the count 
showed him entitled to three rounds, 
with an even break as his part of the 
other two.

The Ten are holding their annua! ex- 
hibition at the Montross Galleries.

A Children’s Party Paid. 
A local textile salesman told a ‘TIMES 
reporter yesterday of an advertising idea 


that produced excellent results without 
a great deal of expense, The scheme 
was tried by a retailer in the Middle 
West not long ago. For several days 
| he advertised that on Saturday after- 
noon he would hold a children’s party 
| between the hours of 1 and 4:30 o'clock. 
| All the children of the city between the 
ages of 4 and 10 years were invited to 
attend, but no parents were allowed in 
the party room, which was located on 
the top floor of the building. To make 
gure that no child would be lost by its 
parents in the crowd while the party 
was going on, an ornamental numbered 
badge was tied on the arm of each, the 
parent being given a small check bear- 
ing a duplicate of the badge number. 
This was thought necessary because the 
crowd of children was so large that the 
party had to be given In relays of a 
half hour each. Ice cream and cake 
we re served to each child without cost, 
i wn inexpensive souvenir bearing 
firm's name and address was 
riven, An elocutionist entertained with 
children’s stories. While the party was 
in progress a number-of bargains were 
being offered to the parents on the 
lower floors of the store. The size of 
the crowd hampered the buying to a 
considerable extent, but the advertising 
the store got from the talk of the chil- 
dren who were entertained was said to 
offset this many times over.

Delays Produce Cancellations. 
In the opinion prominent manu- 
acturer the can- 

itions return of goods received 

wholesalers is due in large measure 
failure on the part of the mills 
ike prompt deliveries. If the mills, 
laims, would deliver within the 
eading of the copy of the orders given, 
ample time would be afforded the man- 
ufacturer to get off the goods to the 
retailer In the specified time, thus sav- 
ing cancellations and the return of 
goods. Most of the unnecessary ex- 
penses !n manufacturing, he says, are 
caused by these two factors. ‘Our 
orders for Fall,’ he said, “call for de- 
liveries in Apri} and May, but the mills 
assume that delivery on May 30 comes 
within the reading of the copy of the 
order. It should mean that deliveries 
are to be stretched out over the two 
nonths. For Spring we are still getting 
deliveries promised in November and 
December, and the orders we have taken 
will be just that much behind time in 
shipment. Besides the loss sustained 
through cancellations and return of 
goods, there is theSadditional expense 
incurred through partial shipments. If 
we could make one shipment of the en- 
tire lot we would have to pay for cart- 
, and cases only once, whereas on 
three different shipments that expense 
is multiplied. If we are real late, the 
merchandise must be shipped by express 
prepaid. The reason for tardy de- 
liveries is, of course, that the mills, 
crowded up with orders on one particu- 
lar style, cannot fill them on time. We 
the poor sellers or stickers on the 
date we specify. Another cause is found 
in the mills waiting id sufficient orders 
to warrant them putting a fabrie on the 
looms. If cancellations and returns are 
to be cut down, the mills must either 
make deliveries on time or the manu- 
facturer must be given a wider latitude 
of time on deliveries.”

By the bill, however, they are author- 
ized to do such a business, and, in fact, 
receive practically all the powers of 4 
State bank with their own peculiar 
functions in addition. The point has 
|} been made, therefore, that they should 
be put on an equality with State banks 
fin the matter of reserves. 

Another point that has been raised is 
that the reserves of State institutions 
'should not be reduced at all except in 
cases where they join the Federal re- 
serve system. The theory of the Fed- 
eral Reserve act in reducing the re- 
serves required of national banks is that 
less reserve will be needed because of 
the rediscount provisions of the act 
This is no reason, it has been contend- 
ed, why the reserves required of State
